We  are  proud  to  have  served  the  North 
Carolina  School  of  Science  and  Mathemat- 
ics this  year  and  consider  Durham  to  be 
very  fortunate  to  be  the  home  of  this  well- 
operated  school  of  specialized  instruction.
